What  February  Brings  to  Mind 

February  has  given  us  our  two  great 
presidents,  Washington  and  Lincoln.  On 
February  12  we  do  honor  to  the  saviour 
of  our  country  and  on  February  22  to 
the  father  of  our  country.  And  while 
throughout  all  the  United  States  here  and 
there  statues  and  memorials  are  erected  to 
these  great  leaders  of  the  nation,  it  is  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  that  there  have  risen 
the  two  great  memorials  which  every  true 
American  some  day  hopes  and  plans  to 
visit.  It  was  in  1848  that  Congress  planned 
the  great  memorial  shaft  known  as  the 
Washington  Monument.  But  it  was  not 
until  1885  that  this  magnificent  memorial, 
rising  higher  than  any  masonry  in  the 
world,  was  finally  completed.  Architec- 
urally,  this  great  shaft  rising  over  555  feet 
is  regarded  as  a  crowning  finish  to  the 
grand  public  buildings  of  the  capital.  Of  it 
the  Senate  Park  Commission,  composed  of 
artists  says  “Taken  by  itself  the  Washing¬ 
ton  Monument  stands  not  onlv  as  one  of

the  most  stupendous  works  of  man  but  also 
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Washington’s  Home  at  Mount  Vernon 


as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  human  cre¬ 
ations.  Indeed  it  is  at  once  so  great  and  so 
simple  that  it  seems  to  be  almost  a  work  of 
nature.” 

The  Side  Trip  to  Mount  Vernon 

One  of  the  most  memorable  features  of 
the  whole  trip  next  August,  a  feature 
which  Larkin  Secretaries  will  talk  about 
for  years  to  come,  will  be  the  trip  to  Mount 
Vernon,  16  miles  south  of  Washington  on 
the  Virginia  shore  of  the  Potomac,  where 
our  guests  will  have  the  great  privilege  and 
joy  of  visiting  the  Washington  mansion. 
Here  is  the  ancestral  home  of  the  Wash¬ 
ington  family.  The  house  was  built  in  1743 
by  Lawrence,  half  brother  of  George 
Washington.  At  the  death  of  Lawrence 
and  of  his  only  daughter,  George  Washing¬ 
ton  inherited  the  estate  and  came  here  to 
live  soon  after  his  marriage  in  1709-  From 
Mt.  Vernon  ho  was  called  to  take  com¬ 
mand  of  the  revolutionary  forces  and  after 
the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  at  Yorlctown 
he  returned  to  Mt.  Vernon.  Again  from 
this  peaceable  country  estate  he  was  cal  led 
to  be  the  first  president  of  the  United 
States.  And  to  Mt.  Vernon  he  retired  after 
his  terms  as  president,  living  here  in  digni¬ 
fied  retirement  as  a  private  citizen  until  his 
death  in  1799. 


Patriotic  associations  have  restored  and 
preserved  the  Mt.  Vernon  estate  so  that  our 
visitors  will  see  it,  in  all  probability,  almost 
precisely  as  it  looked  in  the  days  when  the 
father  of  our  country  and  devoted  wife, 
Martha  Washington,  made  it  their  home. 

Our  guests  while  in  Mt.  Vernon  will  also 
have  the  interesting  experience  of  pausing 
at  Old  Christ  Church  which  Washington 
attended  while  at  Mt.  Vernon  and  there 
actually  sitting  in  the  pew  where  George 
Washington  sat. 

The  Lincoln  Memorial 

The  tribute  of  our  guests  to  George 
Washington  will  not  exceed  that  which 
they  will  have  the  opportunity  to  pay  to 
the  great  emancipator  Abraham  Lincoln. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  for  many,  the  most 
inspiring  moment  of  the  entire  trip  will  be 
the  visit  to  the  wonderful  new  Lincoln 
Memorial.  It  was  May  30,  1922  that  the 
completed  memorial  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
was  presented  to  the  president  of  the 
United  States.  At  that  time  William 
Howard  Taft,  Chief  Justice  of  the  United 
States,  and  himself  a  former  president, 
spoke  as  follows  “The  American  people 
have  waited  fifty-seven  years  for  a  national 
memorial  to  Abraham  Lincoln.  His  life  and 
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character  in  the  calmer,  juster  vista  of  half 
a  century  inspire  a  higher  conception  of 
what  is  suitable  to  commemorate  him." 

And  then  Mr.  Taft  in  turning  over  the 
memorial  to  the  president  of  the  United 
States  concluded  as  follows  “Here  is  a 
shrine  at  which  all  can  worship.  Here  an 
altar  upon  which  the  sacrifice  was  made  in 
the  cause  of  liberty.  Here  a  sacred  religious 
refuge  in  which  those  who  love  country 
and  love  God  can  find  inspiration  and  re¬ 
pose.  Mr.  President,  in  the  name  of  the 
Commission,  I  have  the  honor  to  deliver 
this  Lincoln  Memorial  into  your  keeping." 

Many  Other  Happy  Experiences 

As  the  readers  of  The  Larkin  Idea  study 
the  front  cover  of  our  February  issue, 
where  is  reproduced  the  sculptor  French’s 
immortal  figure  of  Lincoln  and  as  they 
view  the  picture  of  the  Memorial  on  page 
7  of  this  issue,  they  will  realize  that  time 
will  not  dim  their  memory  of  the  visit  to 
the  great  Lincoln  Memorial.  There  will  be 
many  other  reminders  of  Lincoln  during 
the  three  days  in  Washington.  The  sight¬ 
seers  will  pass  the  house  where  Lincoln 
died,  they  will  stand  in  the  president’s 
room  at  the  national  capitol,  the  room 
where  Lincoln  signed  the  Emancipation 
Proclamation  and  at  the  Smithsonian  In¬ 
stitute  they  will  see  many,  many  souvenirs 
of  the  days  when  Lincoln  was  president. 

Thus  the  trip  to  Washington  will  include 
that  large  experience  which  will  enable  our 


visitors  to  take  back  home  a  far  deeper  ap¬ 
preciation  and  far  keener  understanding 
of  that  great  man,  George  Washington, 
who  was  indeed  the  father  of  his  country 
and  of  the  equally  great  one  Abraham 
Lincoln,  who  less  than  seventy-five  years 
later  became  a  saviour  of  our  country.  It 
would  be  almost  impossible  in  a  single 
issue  of  The  Larkin  Idea  for  us  to  com¬ 
mence  to  cover  the  good  times  of  the  entire 
trip.
